Remembering 7/7 
victims 10 years on

victims of the 7/7 terrorist 
attack,” Mayor Biggs said. 

"It also gives us the opportu- 
nity to reflect on the terrible 
events in Tunisia and to 
re-affirm the borough's united 
commitment to its No Place for 
Hate pledge. 

"We have chosen Altab Ali 
Park for the service, because it 
is named after a young man 
from Tower Hamlets who lost 
his life in a racist attack. 

"The park is also close to 
Aldgate Tube station, where 
seven victims of the July 


bombing tragically lost their 
lives, and others were serious- 
ly injured. 

"These were not anonymous 
people. A colleague of mine, a 
young mother, was seriously 
injured, and a local woman 
known to many in our bor- 
ough was among those killed. 

"Over the years, communities 
in Tower Hamlets have repeat- 
edly rejected groups that incite 
hate. Ours is a very special place 
in London - a place where 
diversity is celebrated.”

The gate to a new era

NEW iron gates have been 
unveiled at St Peter’s Church in 
Bethnal Green. 

Students at neighbouring Oaklands sec- 
ondary school took part in a competition 
to design the gates. And a donation from 
the Worshipful Company of Ironmongers 
funded their creation. 

The ceremony, on Friday, July 10, was 
attended by local dignitaries, including 
Mayor John Biggs and Bow & Bethnal Green 
MP Rushanara Ali. 

It marks a new phase in the life of the 
historic church. Built in the 1840s, St Peter's 
has a colourful past. There used to be a 
cholera pit in the courtyard and the crypt 
was used as a bomb shelter during the 
Second World War. 

Today, the church is thriving. As well 


as midweek and Sunday services, it runs 
a foodbank, youth employment scheme 
and a winter shelter for homeless people. 

It was granted round one of a £i.8m award 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund and plans 
to use the money to refurbish and improve 
access to the much-loved landmark and 
create new community facilities. 

"St Peter's is an old building with old 
problems," development manager Rob 
Quail told East End Life. 

"Our proposals include installing 
disability access ramps, a kitchen, a 
stairwell leading to the crypt, prayer and 
quiet rooms, new toilets, new flooring and 
energy efficient heating." 

Members of the congregation, residents 
and local businesses were consulted about 
the plans at special workshops and helped 
come up with ideas for the redevelopment. 

"The crypt will have space for an 


employment and training scheme for 
young people," Rob added. 

"There will be an enterprise centre with 
units for small start-ups and a communi- 
ty networking space. 

"We are planning a cafe, a group for 
older people who want to learn how to 
use computers, an area for parents and 
children and a sound studio in the old 
bomb shelter." 

The redevelopment will also have a 
centre beneath the bell tower, dedicated 
to telling the story of the church and 
surrounding area. 

To carry out the project, the church 
needs to raise a further £i.6m in match- 
ed funding.

Mayor Biggs continued: 
"Tower Hamlets is a place where 
communities can live in harmo- 
ny and where tolerance is a 
widely shared value.” 

The Rev Alan Green, chair of 
the borough's Interfaith Forum, 
added: "The faith communities 
of Tower Hamlets gather today 
to deplore such atrocities, here 
and across the world. 

"We acknowledge our differ- 
ences and disagreements, but do 
not believe that arguments are 
settled by bombs or by the vil- 
ification of any human group. 

"We urge you, in the face of 
such madness, to reach out to 
those of other communities, 
faiths, colours, orientations, and 
extend an ear to listen and a 
hand to help. That is the way to 
mark this commemoration and 
the lives of those so sadly lost.” 

The vigil concluded with a 
minute's silence to honour the 
victims of all hate crime. 

Over at the Royal London, 
staff held a memorial service 
outside the new A&E depart- 
ment, to remember those who 
died and honour the courage of 
all those affected. 

Workers at the hospital played 
a leading role in treating and car- 
ing for the wounded on 7/7, help- 
ing over 200 people - more than 
half of all those injured.

As news of the attacks rever- 
berated across the City, residents 
called the hospital helpline to 
offer their houses to relatives 
of those injured, give blood and 
volunteer to do anything they 
could to help. 

Specialist teams continued to 
care for victims for months 
and even years. July 7 was 
the first time that many of the 
hospital's experienced trauma 
doctors and paramedics had 
seen blast injuries. 

For plastic and reconstructive 
surgeon Hasu Patel, the day 
began a new vocation, research- 
ing blast injuries and how 
best they should be treated to 
improve survival rates and 
quality of life. 

"When I found out what 
had caused their injuries, I just 
wanted to do my utmost to help 
them carry on their lives in the 
same manner in which they got 
on the Tube that morning,” 
Hasu said.

"Now, on this 10th anniver- 
sary, it is the right time to 
honour the lasting strength 
and dignity of all those 
affected by the attacks.” 

Dr Patel is invited every 
July 7 to meet with a survivors' 
group. They have dinner to- 
gether and talk about their 
lives, celebrating each other's 
personal achievements. She has 
also attended their weddings 
and cradled their newborns. 

Dr Gareth Davies, medical 
director of London's Air Ambu- 
lance, was among staff reading 
at the memorial service. He 
was medical incident officer at 
the Aldgate bombsite and 


helped at other trauma scenes 
during the day. 

"On the day of the 7/7 bomb- 
ings, all of London's emergency 
services, hospitals and com- 
munities pulled together and 
worked tirelessly to help patients 
affected by what happened,” Dr 
Davies said. 

"Under the devastating cir- 
cumstances, it is remarkable 
what was achieved that day. Em- 
ployees of London's Air Ambu- 
lance, Barts Health NHS Trust 
and London Ambulance Service 
Tmst j oined together to provide 
excellent patient care. I share 
great pride in everyone who 
worked together on this day.”

Farewell to Jules, who 
created an arts dream

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to Wapping arts ‘power- 
house’ Jules Wright, who 
has died after a short 
battle with cancer. 

The 67-year-old was the first 
female director of the Royal 
Court Theatre and founder 
of the Wapping Project arts 
space and celebrated as one 
of London's most daring and 
visionary commissioners of 
contemporary art. 

The Australian-born curator, 
who moved to the UK from 
her native Adelaide with her 


husband in the 1970s, was com- 
pleting a PhD in educational psy- 
chology in Bristol when she 
decided to follow her dream of 
working in the theatre. 

She moved to London and 
trained at Rada and was 
employed as an assistant at 
Theatre Royal, Stratford East. 

In 1984, she founded the 
Women's Playhouse Trust, 
alongside actress Glenda 
Jackson, before being chosen to 
head the Royal Court. 

She was director from 1986 to 
1992 and put on productions at 
the Old Vic, Royal Exchange 
and Royal Festival Hall. 


In 1998 she turned down an 
offer to direct the Sydney Opera 
House and instead paid 
£750,000 to buy a disused 
hydraulic power station in 
Wapping. 

There she launched the Wap- 
ping Project - an arts centre, 
gallery and restaurant. At the 
time she said: “The Wapping Pro- 
ject - the power station - hap- 
pened completely by accident. 

“I saw it and I thought: 'This 
is the most amazing building 
and I'm going to do it no 
matter what. 

“I wanted to be free to com- 
mission as widely as I wanted 


and to do so in the most amaz- 
ing building.'' 

The project was opened in 
2000 but, stmggling with illness 
and sustaining an arts centre 
with rising property prices, the 
project closed down at the end 
of 2013. 

Friend Marina O'Laughlin 
said: “She was in every sense of 
the word a powerhouse. 

“She was known for nurtur- 
ing and discovering talent in the 
arts world, and collaborating 
with everyone from composers 
to fashion designers. 

“The art world is much 
poorer for her loss.''

FGM victim support 

SEXUAL health and wellbeing 
experts discussed how best to 
support women who have un- 
dergone female genital mutila- 
tion (FGM) at an inaugural 
conference. 

The event, on July 9, saw 
around 80 clinicians from 
Barts Health NHS Trust and 
across the UK take a human 
rights-based approach to the 
issue. 

Addressing FGM as child 
abuse, the group discussed how 
to ensure that women who 
have experienced it receive 
advice and healthcare. 

Attendees also discussed the 
UK's mandatory reporting and 
safeguarding legislation. 

The conference coincided 
with a new Department of 
Health video to deepen under- 
standing of the psychological as- 
pects of working with women 
who have experienced FGM.

TOWER Hamlets has been 
declared the legal owner 
of the Henry Moore 
sculpture ‘Draped Seated 
Woman’, commonly 
known as ‘Old Flo’. 

The council had been in- 
volved in a lengthy ownership 
debate with Bromley Council, 
who claimed rights to the sculp- 
ture in 2012. 

Bromley had argued that as 
successor to the London resid- 
uary body, a role it took on af- 
ter the dissolution of the Greater 
London Council, it had legal 
rights to the sculpture. 

But at the High Court on 
Wednesday, July 8, Mr Justice 


Norris mled that Old Flo belongs 
to Tower Hamlets. 

After the ruling, Mayor John 
Biggs said he was reversing a 
decision by the previous admin- 
istration to sell the sculpture. 

“I am delighted Tower 
Hamlets has been confirmed 
as owner of Old Flo,” Mayor 
Biggs said. 

“I want to reiterate my inten- 
tion to reverse the previous 
mayor's decision to sell Henry 
Moore's sculpture, 'Draped 
Seated Woman'. 

“I believe that it belongs to the 
people of east London and 
should be available locally for 
public enjoyment.” 

In 1957 Henry Moore, reflect- 
ing on his wartime experiences 


of the Blitz and his war artist 
drawings, created 'Draped Seat- 
ed Woman'. It is a large bronze 
figure, weighing 1,500 kgs, 
sitting upon a stepped plinth, 
its left arm resting upon the 
upper level. 

On September 15, 1962, the 
sculpture was bought by the 
London County Council and 
placed near three tower blocks 
on the recently constructed 
Stifford Estate in Stepney. Locals 
quickly renamed her Old Flo. 

Old Flo has been on long-term 
loan to the Yorkshire Sculpture 
Park since the late 1990s, follow- 
ing the demolition of the estate 
blocks. It will remain in the 
park until a new, secure home 
can be found. 


Register for free healthcare, urges Mayor 


THE council, NHS Tower Hamlets Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG), Doctors of 
the World and NHS England are encour- 
aging residents to register with a GP to 
access free healthcare services. 

Currently there is no requirement for GP 
practices to ask for identification or proof of 
address, though for practical reasons a GP 
practice may ask to see certain documents. 

Mayor John Biggs said: ''I would urge residents 
to take up the offer of access to free healthcare 
in Tower Hamlets. 

''Good-quality healthcare can make a real 
difference to a child's development, to older 


people's independence and to all of our 
quality of life.” 

Jane Milligan, chief officer at Tower Hamlets 
CCG, said: ''Registering with a GP means that the 
doctors and nurses at the practice know you and 
your medical history, the medications you need, 
will remind you about any regular health checks 
and are able to refer you to other NHS services 
when you need them.”

Pupils meet The Destroyer

Farm is meating 
a new challenge

LEGENDARY cricketer 
Devon Malcolm took to 
the nets at Cubitt Town 
School on Wednesday, 
July 8. 

The record-breaking fast 
bowler opened a new concerti- 
na cricket net system and led a 
coaching session with pupils. 

The compact fold- away net, 
which Malcolm designed, allows 
cricket to be played in schools 
with restricted outdoor space. 

The net can stretch for up to 
10 metres but folds down to 
50cm, enabling safe play in the 
playground 

Howard Dawber, strategic 
advisor at Canary Wharf Group, 
which sponsored the net, also 
visited the Isle of Dogs school 


and took part in the session. 

The event was timely as the 
day marked the start of the 
Ashes first test between Eng- 
land and Australia. 

Devon, who was nicknamed 
The Destroyer after taking nine 
wickets for just 57 mns bowling 
for England against South Africa 
at The Oval in 1994, said: "This 
system helps the children play 
cricket where space is at a 
premium. 

"The net's two feet can extend 
to ten metres making it possi- 
ble to play the sport without 
requiring huge areas of space. 

"If children want to play 
cricket, this equipment enables 
them to do so in a very limited 
space. 

"If we can ignite passions 
from an early age and allow 


them to play the sport where 
before it was not possible, the 
system will be a success." 

Mr Dawber said: "We are 
proud that Canary Wharf Group 
has supported the installation 
of this cricket net as part of our 
school and sport sponsorship 
programme." 

Allan Dick, PE teacher at 
Cubitt Town School, said: "The 
net will improve pupils cricket- 
ing skills massively, which we 
are already seeing this morning. 

"They're eyeing the ball up 
properly and this will really 
boost their skills. We want to 
focus on a few key sports in 
which we plan to compete. 

"Equipment like this gives 
our kids extra opportunities to 
play more high quality sport and 
take part in after school clubs."

How we can help 

WE helped Alice, who is 65, 
lives in Tower Hamlets, and 
has recently been diagnosed 
with dementia. 

She lives on her own and her 
children visit her a few times a 
week, but they are not yet aware 
of her dementia diagnosis. 

Alice was finding it difficult 
to cope with everyday life; she 
was confused about what day 
it was and started to miss 
appointments and mix up her 
bill payments. 

She found it difficult to 
manage her diabetes, and to 
remember when and what to 
eat to stay well. She also found 
it hard to keep in touch with 
friends or continue doing the 
things she enjoyed. 

Alice met her Local Link 
worker at one of our hubs. The 


first step was to encourage her 
to make an appointment with 
her GP, to request monitoring of 
her diabetes. 

The Local Link worker helped 
Alice to communicate with her 
occupational therapist to discuss 
the most effective support for 
her needs, and then made a 
referral for a full benefit assess- 
ment with Age UK. 

The Local Link worker spoke 
to Alice about the peer support 
groups available locally, includ- 
ing cooking and dance classes, 
and the Dementia Cafe. Alice 
was also given help with 
contacting social services to be 
assessed for ongoing support to 
help her manage her daily life. 

Alice said she felt that she had 
been listened to and that she 
now had access to support that 
will help her live life more ful- 
ly, healthily and safely.

Remembering victims of so-called 
honour’ based domestic violence

THIS week marks the 
first ever annual memor- 
ial day to remember 
victims of so-called 
‘honour’ based violence. 

The councils domestic vio- 
lence and hate crime team is 
raising awareness of 'honour' 
based violence and forced 
marriage at events outside the 
borough's Idea Stores. 

The memorial day is on Tues- 
day, July 14, and events will 
take place at Idea Store Chrisp 
Street from g.goam-nam; Idea 
Store Whitechapel from i2noon- 
1.30pm; and Idea Store Bow 
from 2.3opm-4pm. 

This day coincides with the 
birthday of Shafilea Ahmed, a 


17-year-old woman who lost 
her life in 2003. 

After suffering years of so- 
called 'honour' based violence, 
including an attempted forced 
marriage, Shafilea's parents 
suffocated her to death in front 
of her siblings. 

The domestic violence team 
aims to raise awareness of 
these horrific crimes that affect 
all communities within the 
borough. 

There will also be a stall at 
each location with representa- 
tives who can provide further 
information on how to get help. 

In the last year across Tower 
Hamlets, there were 17 cases of 


forced marriage or so-called 
'honour' based violence referred 
to the council's high risk panel. 

Cllr Shiria Khatun, cabinet 
member for community safety, 
said: ''This is an important event 
to make residents aware of 
what could be taking place 
behind closed doors. 

"We appeal to the public to be 
vigilant of so-called 'honour 
based violence and forced mar- 
riage that could be taking place.'' 

Cllr Khatun is also a Violence 
Against Women and Girls 
(VAWG) champion. To find out

Olympic legacy played 
out in Mile End Games 


THE legacy of London 2012 Olympic 
Games - to inspire a generation - 
was upheld in Mile End as 1,000 chil- 
dren took part in Legacy Games Day. 

The games were held on Monday, July 6 
- exactly ten years since the announcement 
that London had won the 2012 Olympics. 

Pupils took part in inter-school compe- 
titions and completed the Fit For Sport ac- 
tivity challenge, which comprises running, 
jumping, throwing and catching.

The challenge, which began in Septem- 
ber 2014, trained 278 teachers, PE co-ordi- 
nators, lunchtime supervisors and support 
staff to deliver playground activities to 4,322 
children in 24 local primary schools. 

Dean Horridge, chief executive and 
founder of Fit For Sport, said the games day 
was a resounding success. 

"Physical activity for young people 
should be fun and inclusive which is often 
lost when we focus only on competitive 
sports," Mr Horridge said. 

"I think policy must focus on tackling 
inactivity levels through programmes that 
reach all children and set them on a 
journey to an active life."

Vigilance urged 
on breast cancer

LOCAL GPs are urging 
women aged 70 and over 
to be more aware of breast 
cancer and to get in touch 
if they notice anything 
unusual. 

The latest phase of the NHS 
Be Clear on Cancer campaign 
aims to get more women diag- 
nosed at an early stage by rais- 
ing awareness of symptoms, 
encouraging people to talk to 
their GP and attend regular 
breast screening. 

Women over 70 are less like- 
ly to attend screening because 
they no longer receive automat- 
ic appointments. However old- 
er women are still entitled to 
screening every three years. 
This can be done through a GP 
or directly with the screening 
service. 

About a third of all breast can- 
cers occur in women over the 
age of 70. Older women are also 
more likely to delay being 
screened because they may feel 


anxious about treatment or 
dismiss changes as a sign of 
ageing. 

Breast cancers found by 
screening are generally at an 
early stage. Very early breast 
cancers are easier to treat, may 
need less treatment and are 
more likely to be cured. 

Screening uses a test called 
mammography which involves 
taking X-rays of the breasts. 
Screening can help to find breast 
cancers early, when they are too 
small to see or feel. These tiny 
breast cancers are usually eas- 
ier to treat than larger ones. 

Sam Everington, local GP and 
chair of NHS Tower Hamlets 
Clinical Commissioning Group, 
said: "In the UK, more than 
13,000 women aged 70 and 
over are diagnosed with breast 
cancer every year. 

"With the right support and 
an early diagnosis, treatment 
can be successful whatever 
your age. If you're embarrassed 
or worried about speaking to 
your doctor, remember that 


GPs are there to help and that 
they see people in the same 
situation every day. 

"A lump isn't the only sign 
of breast cancer. If you notice 
any changes in your breasts, 
you should make an appoint- 
ment to see your GP straight 
away. It might not be anything 
serious, but if it is, getting a 
diagnosis early can make a real 
difference.'' 

Dr Somen Banerjee, director 
of public health at the council, 
said: "The older you are, the more 
likely you are to develop breast 
cancer. If breast cancer is detect- 
ed early, it is more treatable. 
Finding it early could save 
your life." 

If you are over 70 and you 
would like to be screened for 
breast cancer call the Central 
and East London Breast Screen- 
ing Unit on 3465 6631 to make 
your appointment. Women be- 
tween 50-70 years old, who are 
registered with a GP, will receive 
an invitation to attend screen- 
ing every three years. 


New model for 
dementia care 


PEOPLE with advanced 
dementia and their carers 
are set to benefit from a 
new service at St Joseph’s 
Hospice. 

The Namaste programme 
uses massage, light touch and 
activities to improve quality of 
life for dementia sufferers. 

Using music from childhood, 
moisturisers and perfumes, as 
well as soothing hand mas- 
sage, the Namaste approach is 
proven to soothe people with de- 
mentia, sometimes improving 
patients' ability to communicate. 

St Joseph's has opened a Na- 
maste room and the charity 
hopes it will lead the way for 
development of models for 


dementia care in hospices. 

The treatment aims to reduce 
mental distress and improve 
emotional wellbeing and social 
interaction. It will be carried out 
by healthcare assistants trained 
to deliver the care programme, 
working in partnership with 
charities Hope for Home and 
Age UK East London. 

Professor Joyce Simard, who 
pioneered Namaste care, official- 
ly opened the room. 

Chief executive Michael Kerin 
said: "We are thrilled to be 
the trailblazers of in-patient 
Namaste care in the UK. 

"St Joseph's Hospice is always 
looking at ways to improve the 
lives of our patients."

Located in Mile End, Tower 
Hamlets Cemetery Park 
is a designated local nature 
reserve and London’s most 
urban woodland.

and 3,000 volunteers to 
manage and conserve the 
park. 

Tess Pettinger, Terry Lyle and 
Stephen Kershaw collected

Startling cruelty of Victorian ‘hero’ 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


AN unmarked grave in Tower 
Hamlets Cemetery Park which 
would, in any event, soon be 
consumed by undergrowth. And an 
entry in the London Gazette’s list 
of Victoria Cross citations, on June 
18, 1858 which is as brief as it is 
tantalisingly sketchy on detail. 

“For gallant conduct in the defence of 
the Delhi Magazine, on the 11th May, 1857", 
it reads. These were less effusive times, of 
course - but most of the other VC recipi- 
ents are at least given a story to go along 
with their gong. 

And what a story the forgotten hero John 
Buckley had. Aside from the almost lunatic 
courage he and his fellow soldiers displayed 
that day in India, his was a life that had 
already been scarred by personal tragedy. 
Surviving impossible odds that day in 
Bengal, he would emerge to endure even 
greater horrors. 

It would engender a reckless search for 
death... in which the unfortunate Buckley 
was doomed not to succeed. 

Buckley had been born in 1813 and spent 
his early years as a mill boy. But these were 
days when joining the army and seeing the 
world (brutal and dangerous though that 
might be) was preferable to being worked 
to death in a factory. He enlisted with the 
Bengal Artillery regiment and shortly af- 
terwards came his first posting - to India 
in June 1832, as a gunner. 

And it was in India in 1835 that he 
met and married his first wife, Mary 
Ann - she was just 14, but bore Buckley 
three children. 

But Calcutta, rife with cholera, was a haz- 
ardous place for Indians, let alone the 
more fragile constitutions of Europeans. 

By 1845, Mary Ann and two of her 
children were dead. Her husband swiftly 
remarried but, in 1852, he lost the last 
of the children from his first marriage and, 
in 1853, two sons by his second marriage 
were also dead. 

But if his personal life was beset by 
tragedy, his army career was going from 
strength to strength. The Buckleys and their 
three surviving children moved to Delhi in 
1857, with John being promoted to Assis- 
tant Commissary of Ordinance (equivalent 
in rank to Second Lieutenant). 

And it was there, in his new post at the 
Delhi Magazine (where the army's guns 
and ammunition were stored) that the 
redoubtable Buckley performed the 
astonishing act of defiant heroism that 
won him his VC.

That year, the so-called Indian Mutiny 
flared up against British rule. It would be 
bloody on all sides. The mutineers reached 
the magazine, where Buckley and his 
eight fellows found themselves hopeless- 
ly outnumbered. 

But rather than let guns and ammo fall 
into the enemy's hands, the nine decided 
to blow up the building - with themselves 
still inside. By a miracle, four of them sur- 
vived, to be captured by the mutineers. At 
which point, he learned that his whole fam- 
ily had been slaughtered by the rebels. 


Two wives and eight children dead - 




mutineers for the release of death for 
himself. They refused, declaring that because 
of his bravery in defending the store, he 
must live. A cruel sentence, but brave and 
resourceful he certainly was, managing to 
escape his captors and rejoin the regiment. 

Now began the reckless, death wish 
phase of his career. Buckley would volun- 
teer for any and every mission which 
seemed to offer a fair chance of death... yet 
he always survived. 

And so began too a startling cruelty 
towards the mutineers'. Even by the stan- 
dards of the occupying British forces, his 
punishments were cruel and unusual. He 
personally oversaw the execution of 150 
rebels, having them strapped, one at a time, 
to the muzzle of a cannon and then blown 
to pieces. 

His reward? Promotion to full Lieu- 
tenant, which perhaps says much about 
the British Army of the day, and might 
also explain why Indians were so keen to 
see the occupying forces expelled from 
the Sub-Continent. 

But perhaps the horrors had taken their 
toll, for early in 1858 he fell ill and was 
shipped back to England to recuperate, for 
a full two years. There was a trip to Buck- 
ingham Palace to receive his Victoria Cross 
from Queen Victoria herself. And there was 
a further promotion, to Major, to accompany 
his posting back to India. 

At that point, Buckley disappears from 
history. Certainly his death wish seems to 
have abated. Perhaps that was because he 
now seems to have emerged from the Greek 
tragedy of his earlier years and was hap- 
pily settled with third wife Sara. There would 
be no more children. 

Maj or Buckley reappears in the 1870s in 
the East End. Decommissioned from the 
Army in his early sixties, he and Sara had 
retired to No 213 East India Dock Road, in 
Poplar. It wouldn't have been so far from 


where the Buckleys disembarked from 
their ship, on their return from India. 

But though Buckley had had a long ser- 
vice career, had risen through the ranks and, 
presumably, earned an Army pension, his 
later years were not kind. He died in pover- 
ty - too poor to afford a proper burial. 

He was buried in a pauper's plot in 
Tower Hamlets Cemetery and lost forev- 
er. With no headstone and interments only 
identified by plot numbers, everybody 
knew Buckley's remains were in the old 
graveyard somewhere, but not where. 

Until, that is, one day three years ago, 
when a group of local residents were 
clearing part of the undergrowth, getting 
it ready for landscaping. 

Doreen Kendall, from Bethnal Green's 
Cranbrook Estate, was working with 
her daughter Dianne and the Friends of 
Tower Hamlets Cemetery Park when 
they came across the numbered plot of 
Major Buckley. 

Ken Greenway, environment officer for 
the Friends, put names and numbers to- 
gether with Army archives... Buckley had 
been found. 

Today a smart new gravestone marks the 
spot - controversial perhaps, Buckley 
slaughtered prisoners of war, today he 
would be deemed a war criminal and be 
tried, not promoted. But it is always dan- 
gerous to judge the past by the standards 
of today. 

But as Victoria Cross Tmst chairman Gary 
Stapleton also reminds us: “Major Buckley 
endured great personal loss while carrying 
out his duty. His wife and children had been 
killed by the mutineers on the same day.'' 

Hero and villain perhaps, but Major 
John Buckley was unarguably a brave 
man, and with all his good and bad, a part 
of our history that we shouldn't forget.

Shuffle on down to Mile End 
for nine days of festival fun

THE Shuffle Festival - where the 
arts, sciences and the culinary 
come together - returns to Lon- 
don's most urban woodland, 
Tower Hamlets Cemetery Park, 
with a programme exploring 
themes of Movement, Migra- 
tion & Place. 

This year's festival, which runs from 
Friday, July 24 to Sunday, August 1, will 
tell the stories of where we came from, 
where we are and where we are going. 

Taking place over nine days, Shuffle will 
bring films, performance art, science, vir- 
tual reality, music, architectural instal- 
lations, storytelling, walks, comedy and 
food to the 31-acre Victorian cemetery in 
Mile End. 

Among the line-up of speakers, per- 
formers, filmmakers, comedians and 
musicians, filmmakers Danny Boyle 
and Clio Barnard, scientist Professor 
Mark Thomas, acclaimed musicians 
British Sea Power, comedy collect- 
ive Mister Fridge, cheese specialist 
Tom Badcock, author Peter Kennedy, 
comedian Jay Foreman and a variety 
of bands. 

For the opening night, Shuffle has in- 
vited 500 of its neighbours to The Free 
Village Feast. The feast will start with 
a procession by Paracarnival around the 
park to begin the fun. 

As night falls the outdoor cinema pro- 
gramme begins with Clio Barnard giv- 
ing a talk following a screening of her 
critically acclaimed film The Arbor (which 


was partly filmed in the cemetery). 

The Symbiosis Treehouse Restaurant 
will allow guests to experience a three- 
course meal from the festival's own Cor- 
don Bleu-trained chef India Hamilton, 
who has prepared a menu filled with culi- 
nary delight and scientific curiosity. 
The dishes will combine locally sourced 
products and specialist ingredients from 
far-off lands. 

As part of the science programme a 
Migration Map has been created. The 
artistic installation celebrates stories of 
migration of the last four generations 


of Tower Hamlets families, displayed 
with ancestry maps of local residents. 

Throughout the festival the Migration 
Pavilion will host performance artists, 
comedians, talks and workshops in- 
cluding Bobby Baker and Ireland's top 
comedy hip hop improv team Abando- 
man. Musicians will also perform live 
from opening night to closing. 

A screening of Penny Woolcock's 
archive film From The Sea To The Land 
Beyond is just one of 27 films being 
screened. 

Over the first three days the London 


Youth Film Awards will showcase some 
of the best films that have been submit- 
ted by schools in the local community 
and the Shuffle Short Film Prize will be 
presented for the second year. 

Roaming performers including ac- 
cordionists, Paracarnival artists and the 
Tower Hamlets Community Band will 
entertain and, displayed around the 
park will be a portrait photography ex- 
hibition, Ghar, by Gayatri Ganju and 
Grace Boyle.

Genius for the minted 



Ottolenghi is lip-smackingly delicious, but it comes at a price

IF you’re already familiar 
with the name Ottolenghi, 
then you’ll also be famil- 
iar with the middle-class 
treasure hunt of trying to 
find various herbs and 
spices that sound like high 
scoring scrabble hands for 
his recipes: Za’atar, any- 
one? Sumac? 

Thank goodness we now her- 
ald a new Ottolenghi outlet in 
our very own Spitalfields, so he 
can do the hunting for us. The 
venue is a mixture of deli and 
takeout counters, leading to an 
impressive bar and Pawson- 
esque dining area. 

I kick things off with a pineap- 
ple and sage martini which 
hits the spot after a hard day but 
so it should for £11. 

The menu is set out in an in- 
teresting way: dishes from the 
counter (hovering around the £9 
mark) and dishes from the 
kitchen (between £n-£i3 each). 

Those from the counter are 
the plated up deli options of the 
day of which we had the grilled 
peaches with Roquefort and 
pomegranate, roasted auber- 
gines with walnut tahini and 
finally mixed green and yellow 
beans with roasted tomatoes 
and confit of garlic. 


All were absolutely delicious. 
The sweetness of the peaches 
beautifully offset by the creamy, 
piquant Roquefort, while the 
roasted aubergines with tahini 
left us speechless, only being 
able to communicate with much 
rolling of eyes in ecstasy. 

The beans were pretty special 
too, spiked with cumin and co- 
riander seeds for extra punch. 

Mains served from the kitch- 
en were spiced cauliflower, tem- 
pura courgette flowers and 
tea-smoked lamb cutlets. The 
cauliflower tasted so meaty, I 


could have sworn they'd rolled 
it in gravy granules, but was 
assured it was a heady mix of 
Indian spices that gave it its 
depth when roasted. 

It was adorned with 
caramelised onions and more 
pomegranate and tahini. The 
lamb cutlets were the tiniest I'd 
seen but still pretty special 
being tea-smoked. 

We were given samples of 
some delicious wines, which 
was a nice touch, a fair mix of 
which were bio-dynamic or 
organic. 


They even have an orange' 
wine section. When I asked the 
waiter what these were, he 
explained that orange wines are 
more than 1,000 years old! 

My gripe is, as lip-smacking- 
ly delicious as this all is, it's just 
priced that bit too high. 

Come on Yotam, let everyone 
enjoy your genius and not just 
the minted. 

Two ate two-ish courses, with 
a glass of wine and cocktail each, 
for just over £80.

Taste of the orient

Spring onion pancakes - serves 4 


Ingredients 

325g plain white flour 
1 bunch spring onions 
250ml warm water 


Salt to taste 

4 tbsp vegetable oil, for 
brushing and frying 


Method 

1. Trim the spring onions and 
chop finely 

2. Put water into a mixing bowl. 
Add salt. Gradually add flour un- 
til you have dough that can be 
lifted out of the bowl in a ball. 
Transfer to a floured worktop 
and knead, gradually incorpo- 
rating the remaining flour. Bring 
the dough into a ball and cut it 
into four. 

3. Take one of the pieces and roll 
it into a large rectangle. Brush 
lightly with vegetable oil and 


sprinkle with a quarter of 
the chopped spring onions. 
Starting from a long edge, roll 
the dough tightly into a snake 
shape. 

4. Cut the snake in half and then 
coil each half. Pat flat and use 
a rolling pin to roll each 
coil into a flatbread about 15cm 
in diameter. 

5. Fry each bread in a little oil 
on both sides, until golden. 
For extra flavour, sprinkle with 
spices, such as Chinese 5-spice 
power, when you have brushed 
the dough rectangles with oil.

Permit Transfer 
Scheme: for residents 
moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car 
free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets 
introduced the new Permit Transfer 
Scheme (PTS) to operate from 
5 September 201 1 to help to reduce the 
levels of overcrowding in social rented 
housing in the borough. The PTS helps 
some families move to larger social 
rented car free homes by allowing them 
to retain one on-street resident car 
parking permit, subject to the PTS 
criteria as outlined below being met. 
The PTS is a change in the operation of 
the Council's existing on-street 
Residents' Parking Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of 
air pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle 
and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local 
pay-as-you-go car clubs 
(www.carplus.org.uk) are also now 
available in Tower Hamlets to help you get 
around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not 
be able to apply for on-street residents' car 
parking permits, unless you hold a disabled 
driver's blue badge or are eligible under the 


Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is 

targeted at social rented housing residents. 

The criteria for the PTS is as follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom 
or larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking 
permit per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing 
proof of PTS eligibility to Parking 
Services (including a duly signed and 
dated Tower Hamlets Homes or housing 
association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower 
Hamlets Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof 
of the work to be carried out must be 
provided, along with the vehicle's details. 
Each home can apply for a maximum of 20 
one-day-permits within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing 
parking for up to five hours on weekdays 
and all day on weekends. Households can 
apply for up to 3 books of 10 scratchcards 
per year. For permit charges and 
information, visit

SCHOOLS rugby is set to 
take off, thanks to an 
alliance between Tower 
Hamlets Youth Sports 
Foundation (THYSF) and 
Clifford Chance law firm.
